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OAP Jailed after 
shed fire reveals 


his drugs factory 





JORDAN DAY 
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A PENSIONER whose cannabis factory was 
exposed when his neighbour's shed went up 
in smoke has been jailed for five years. 

When firefighters arrived at Jamie Nunn’s 
home in Northfield Park, Soham, they discov- 
ered a large number of plants in his shed and 
evidence of cannabis production next door. 

Nunn, 67, was running “a significant can- 
nabis production line” from his home, but 
it was not uncovered until September 27 last 
year when his neighbour Stephen Webb's shed 
caught fire. 

After Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service found the plants Nunn’s home was 
searched and further cannabis plants were 
discovered along with a semi-automatic pistol 
and ammunition — in a laundry basket. 

Police had been called after Nunn tried to 
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Nunn pleaded guilty to producing cannabis, 
possession with intent to supply cannabis and

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stop fire officers from getting into his shed. 
Police discovered him trying to cut down can- 
nabis plants in the shed and he was arrested. 

In total, 200 plants were found in Nunn’s 
property, potentially worth up to £168,000. 
Nunn admitted that £1,000 in cash, which was 
also found, was from cannabis sales.

Nunn was sentenced to two years for the first 
charge, two years for the second and five years 
for the firearm offence, all to run concurrently. 

Webb, 54, pleaded guilty to production of 
cannabis, possession of a firearm (a canister 
of Pava) and production of cannabis. He was 
sentenced to a total of 10 months suspended 
for 12 months. 

Dc Alan Radford, who investigated, said: 
“Nunn was running a significant cannabis

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COUNCIL spending cuts 
mean some green areas and 
grass verges in East Cam- 
bridgeshire are only being 
mowed three times a year. 
One of the greens affected 
was the one in Arundell, Ely, 
which is used by families liv- 
ing in the Arundell, Emfield, 
Fleetwood and Northwold 
area, off Downham Road. 
Open spaces owned by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, such as Beresford 
Road, Jubilee Gardens and St 
Mary’s Square, to name justa 
few, are cut every 10 working 
days, but because Arundell’s 
green is owned by Cam- 
bridgeshire County Council, 
the authority was only pay- 
ing the district council to cut 
it three times a year. 
Frustrated residents in 
the Arundell area lobbied 
the council, claiming the in- 
frequent maintenance pro- 
gramme meant the green is 
often out of bounds because 
the grass is too long. 
Phil Mitzman said: “This 
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is a disgrace to Ely and dis- 
respectful to residents. Our 
green is used as an amen- 
ity. It is used for walking, 
dog walking and recreation, 
including picnicking and 
on special occasions larger 
street events. 

“Virtually none of the 
above are now possible - 
even walking is hazardous 
because of the deep ruts and 
long grass.” 

Mr Mitzman says that up 
until June 12 their green had 
not been cut since April and 
that the time before that was 
last September. 

He said: “We have pointed 
out that this sort of cost-cut- 
ting is completely counter- 
productive since the cuts 
take longer and are more dif- 
ficult. 

“So it proved when the 
team (who are not at fault) 
came to cut on June 12. It

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was a disaster; they were in 
such a mess they needed to 
call out the team leader to 
advise and the green is now 
in a shocking state. 

“We feel there is a grow- 
ing sense of procrastination 
and obscuration manifest- 
ing itself within the councils, 
which, ifignored, is in danger 
of becoming symptomatic of 
a wider problem affecting 
our wonderful city — too little 
time focusing on the day-to- 
day small incremental items 
that make such a difference 
to how the city looks and is 
viewed by everyone living 
and visiting.” 

A spokesman for the dis- 
trict council said the county 
council has now agreed 
to pay for grass cutting on 
Arundell’s green “on a more 
regular basis” 

Other green areas and 
verges which will continue 
to be cut three times a year 
include Ely’s_ Annesdale, 
Barton Square, Castylehythe 
and Cambridge Road.

Emma Hunter, of Croft Park Road, 
has applied to the district council 
for planning permission to turn the 
former W H Cox butchers shop, in 
Main Street, into a coffee shop and 
sandwich bar. A decision is expected 
within eight weeks. 
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Plans for 250 new homes 


AROUND 250 new homes - and 
4,000 square-metres of business 
space — look set to be built on the 
outskirts of Ely. 

Property consultants Chef- 
fins has announced plans for a 
new mixed-use development 
for land between Woodfen Road 
and the A10 in Littleport. 

Cheffins has been co-ordinat- 
ing the draft masterplan of the 
site, which will set out the main 
points of access, the general lay- 
out of buildings, open spaces 
and landscaping. 

The outline application will 
seek permission for up to 250 
residential properties — 30 per 
cent of which will be affordable 
housing. 

The plan also includes around 
4,000 square-metres of business 
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space, which Cheffins says is 
likely to include units for both 
light and general industrial use. 

The land has been allocated 
for development in the new East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
Local Plan and a formal plan- 
ning application is likely to be 
submitted in the autumn. 

Ben Pridgeon, a senior plan- 
ner with Cheffins, said: “We 
would like to invite local resi- 
dents, businesses and_stake- 
holders to comment on the draft 
masterplan for the site. 

“Experienced staff from Chef- 
fins will be on hand at the con- 
sultation event to answer any 


questions and there will be the 
opportunity to complete feed- 
back forms. 

“The comments will then be 
used to help us shape our final 
proposals and address any is- 
sues that might arise.” 

The announcement comes 
just days after Littleport-based 
developers Buckingham and 
Sparrow submitted fresh plans 
to develop the site of the Regal 
Community Centre in Hemp- 
field Road. 

The firm secured planning 
permission to demolish the 
former bingo hall and to build 
four new homes there earlier 
this year but now bosses have 
applied to East Cambridgesh- 
ire District Council to build 10 
dwellings instead. 


The proposals involve erect- 
ing one one-bedroom flat, six 
two-bedroom houses and three 
three-bedroom houses. 

The consultation event for the 
Cheffins development will take 
place at Littleport Village Hall, in 
Victoria Street, on Monday, July 
13 from 4-8pm. 

For those who cannot attend, 
copies of the masterplan and ex- 
hibition boards will be available 
to view at the parish council of- 
fices.

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FIFTY cyclists are taking on 
a gruelling 850km cycle ride 
with the aim of raising at 
least £100,000 to help sup- 
port people with spinal in- 
juries. 

The inspiration behind 
the Ride2Recovery  chal- 
lenge is Oli Hemsley, from 
Sutton, who was left crip- 
pled when he was brutally 
stabbed. 

Oli was aged 20 and had 
just been accepted for a 
design course at the pres- 
tigious St Martin’s School of 
Art when he was attacked as 
he walked along the road in 
Shoreditch, central London. 

He nearly died after be- 
ing stabbed from behind 
through the heart and lungs, 
and was paralysed after 
the knife sliced through his 
spine on August 28, 2008. 

In April 2009, his attacker, 
15-year-old Nazrul Islam, 
was jailed for 10 years. 

Oli’s brother, Will, and his 
friend, Nick McClelland, 
came up with the idea of 
Ride2Recovery and in 2009 
the group raised £100,000 
by cycling from London to 
the French Alps to raise 
funds to help support spinal

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injury charities. 

This was followed up in 
2012 when 24 cyclists tack- 
led the Alps, cycling from 
Morzine to Nice raising 
£80,000 for charity. 

This year, a group of 50 
people are cycling coast to 
coast through the Pyrenees 
to raise as much as they can 
for Aspire, which provides 
practical help to people who 
have been paralysed by spi- 
nal cord injury. 

The intrepid team kicked 
off the 850km challenge on 
Sunday. 

Mr McClelland - said: 
“When we started Ride2Re- 
covery in 2008, we had no 
idea how much it would 
capture people's imagina- 
tion. 

“We wanted to turn some- 
thing that was incredibly 
devastating for the Hemsley 
family into some good. 

“We have been amazed 
by the number of people 
willing to take part and put 
their bodies through an in- 
credible amount of pain for 


a great cause. 

“Equally we are still as- 
tounded by people's gener- 
osity when they understand 
how hard the challenge is for 
those taking part. 

“Aspire has been a huge 
support to both the Hemsley 
family and the event itself, 
and we are proud to contin- 
ue our support in 2015 with 
our hardest challenge yet 
through the Pyrenees.” 

Brian Carlin, Aspire’s 
CEO, who is also taking part 
this year, said: “Every eight 
hours someone is paralysed 
by aspinal cord injury; it can 
happen to anyone at any 
time and no one is prepared 
for how it will change their 
life. 

“The funds that the Ri- 
de2Recovery cyclists have 
raised over the years have 
gone towards helping spinal 
cord injured people move 
from injury to independ- 
ence and we are honoured 
that they are taking on yet 
another challenging cycle 
ride for Aspire this year.”

“We would advise anyone to 
avoid having a bonfire and instead 
take material to a local waste and 
recycling site. If you do choose to 
have a bonfire, then ensure it is built 


well away from trees, foliage and 
other property. 

“Pay attention to the weather, 
including wind direction, and never 
leave it unattended.” 

The cause of the fire was 
confirmed as accidental.

AN Ely man has been chosen to join 
fundraisers and celebrities on a gru- 
elling trek across parts of the Great 
Wall of China.

A DAD who is unlikely to see his 
young son grow up due to mesothe- 
lioma, an incurable cancer caused by 
exposure to asbestos, has instructed 
specialist lawyers to investigate how 
and where he was exposed to the 
deadly substance. 

Paul Cowley, 36, from Ely, was diag- 
nosed with mesothelioma in October 
2012. He has had an operation to re- 
move part of the cancer and under- 
went six months of chemotherapy. 

Expert asbestos-related disease 
lawyers at Irwin Mitchell are now in- 
vestigating how and where Paul was 
exposed to asbestos. 

Paul, who lives with his wife, Claire, 
and four-year-old son, Ethan, in Lark- 
field Road, attended St Mary’s Junior 
School in Ely from 1986-1989 and the 
City of Ely Community College be- 
tween 1989 and 1994. 

Paul, who has now given up work to 
spend more time with his family, also 
believes he may have come into con- 
tact with the deadly dust and fibres

Rosemary Giles, a partner at Irwin 
Mitchell’s Cambridge office, and who 
is representing Paul, said: “Mesothe- 
lioma is an extremely aggressive and 
unfortunately, incurable, disease and 
Paul and his family are understand- 
ably absolutely devastated with his 
diagnosis at such a young age. 

“It is very rare for people to be di- 
agnosed with the disease at such a 
young age as it usually takes decades 
to present symptoms. 

“Paul doesn’t believe he was ex- 
posed to asbestos during his own 
working life so we are now looking 
to investigate if he came into con- 
tact with the substance while he was 
young, perhaps at school or through 
the dust and fibres present on his fa- 
ther’s overalls when he worked at the 
Standen Engineering Company in Ely. 

“The vast majority of schools still 
contain asbestos and we have regu- 
larly called for a comprehensive risk 


register and associated removal pro- 
gramme to be implemented by the 
Government to reduce the risks posed 
to teachers, pupils and other support 
staff. 

“We would like to hear from anyone 
with information about the presence 
of asbestos in the schools Paul at- 
tended, or any building work at the 
schools that would have caused as- 
bestos to be disturbed in the 1980s. 

“We would also like to hear from 
Paul’s father’s former colleagues at 
Standens about the presence of as- 
bestos at the factory and what meas- 
ures, if any, were in place to prevent 
exposure to asbestos and stop the 
material being released outside the 
premises.” 

Paul said: “Obviously Claire and I 
were absolutely devastated when I 
was diagnosed with mesothelioma. 
My operation was successful, but I 
will never be cured, and I know that I 
will not get to do a lot of the things we 
had planned for the future.”
